W ashington. Jan. 
29.— Mem­ 
bers of th e senate who took 
a 
leading p art In the Teapot Dome 
controversy and Its sequel, 
the 
exam ination of Col. R obert 
W. 
Stew art of the Standard Oil Com­ 
pany of Indiana, are m uch con­ 
cerned as to the possible outcom e 
of th e voting In th e forthcom ing 
m eeting of Standard Oil Company 
of Indiana stockholders. 
T here Is a feeling th a t th e rev­ 
elations before the senate com­ 
m ittee have been 
beclouded 
by 
other 
issues, 
particularly 
the 
money-making opportunities 
for 
stockholders under one 
leader­ 
ship as against a re-organization 
under another. 
It la m ost unusual to find th e 
radical group in the senate fight­ 
ing alongside a w ealthy 
indus­ 
tria list like John D. Rockefeller 
Jr., but they have discovered th a t 
Mr. Rockefeller m eant w hat 
he 
said when he told th e com m ittee 
th a t even if he had only a single 
share Instead of a substantial In­ 
terest in a com pany he would feel 
a m oral responsibility to cleanse 
th e Institution of wrongdoing 
of 
any kind. 
Mr. R ockefeller’s m inority 
In­ 
terest, it has been felt here rig h t 
along, was sufficient 
to 
bring 
about an im m ediate resignation 
of Mr. Stew art, in fact th ere was 
a tendency here for some tim e to 
believe th at he could have forced 
Mr. Stew art out m erely by asking 
for a resignation. 
Now th a t som e o f th e dlfflcul 
tie s Me. R oe bef el ler baa had are 
uaderstotffe by the m en on Capi­ 
tol hill and they see also the pos­ 
sibility 
th a t 
the 
m aterialistic 
aspect may Influence th e voting 
of 
stockholders 
as 
contrasted 
w ith the Ideals 
for 
w hich 
Mr. 
Rockefeller stands, th ere la a dis­ 
position to Inquire fu rth e r into 
th e case. 
If Mr. Stew art wins out. there 
undoubtedly will be 
a 
reaction 
here, the consequences of which 
will not be clearly seen until 
it 
spends 
Its 
full 
force. 
The 
speeches by Senators N orris and 
Nye In the senate are th e begin­ 
ning of w hat may prove to he a 
fu rth e r Inquiry into th e 
whole 
episode. 
W hile th e alleged coer­ 
cion of stockholders m ay not he 
Investigated. Mr. Nye thinks the 
circum stances under which 
th e 
Jury th a t acquitted Mr. Stew art 
Issued a statem ent of com m ent on 
th e case m ight he looked Into a 
little more. 
The tru th Is th e senators would 
look upon a vote of 
th e 
stock­ 
holders upholding Mr. Stew art as 
a repudiation of th e efforts they 
m ade to uncover w hat the 
su ­ 
prem e court of th e U nited States 
has denounced as an Illegitim ate 
transaction. 
The battle between 
the rival groups Inside th e Stan­ 
dard Oil of Indiana which has 
been attracting the attention of 
the country will engage a good 
deal more tim e of the senate lf 
Mr. R ockefeller is defeated and 
the stockholders approve of Mr. 
Stew art's leadership. 
The possibilities of a fu rth er 
Inquiry are being discussed w ide­ 
ly but nobody seems to know Just 
from w hat angle th e subject will 
be approached anew and th e be­ 
lief is that until the vote Is taken 
no fu rth er steps will 
be 
pro­ 
posed here.

Shipping Board Orders 
Captain Fried to Make 
Tour of United States 


STATE FINANCE 
IS DISCUSSED 


New York, 
Jan. 29— (ZP)— In 
response to a 
popular 
dem and, 
the United States shipping board 
today 
ordered 
Captain 
George 
Fried, hero of the A ntlnoe 
and 
Florida rescues, 
to 
relinquish 
command of his ship tem porarily 
and prepare to m ake a tour 
of 
several of the 
country’s 
larger 
cities. 
W hen the rescue liner Ameri­ 
ca leaves for 
Europe 
tomorrow 
night It will be under command 
of H arry Manning, 
F ried’s 
32- 
year old chief officer who was in 
command of the lifeboat th at sav­ 
ed the Florida’s crew. 
Manning will be the youngest 
man ever to command a ship of 
the Am erica’s tonnage 
but this 
will not be m s first experience as 
captain of an ocean liner. Despite 
his youth he hue 
held 
m aster’s 
papers for several years and when 
Capt. Fried was transferred 
to 
the America from the 
President 
Roosevelt, 
which 
rescued 
the 
crew of the Antlnoe three years 
ago, M anning was tem porlly plac­ 
ed In command. 
The 
announcem ent 
of 
Capt. 
F ried’s 
“ inland 
voyage’’ 
was 
m ade at a 
luncheon 
given 
by 
Charles V. Bob 
at 
which 
the 
rescuers from the America were 
the guests of honor. A fter Capt. 
Fried and Manning had told of 
tah e rescue, eGorge S. Mabee, as­ 
sistant general m anager of 
the 
United States lines, made the an­ 
nouncem ent. 
The orders from the 
shipping 
board w ere the result of thous­ 
ands of letters from all over the 
country asking th at other 
cities 
than New York be given a chance 
to see Capt. Fried, whom Mabee 
called “ the greatest 
officer 
the 
American m erchant m arine 
has 
ever developed.” 
“ They say th at th e radio 
has 
removed the rom ance of the sea,” 
Mabee said. “ But lf the rom snce 
of the sea has been removed the 
courage of th e 
crews 
still 
re ­ 
mains.'* 


Seek Backers for Ming’s 
Proposal; Green Gives 
Building Budget

Lansing, 
Mich., 
Jan. 29—(ZP)— 
The submission by Governor Green 
of a budget showing more than 
920,000,000 of requested institution­ 
al improvements unprovided for In 
his appropriation bill resulted to­ 
day in an effort by proponents of 
Speaker 
Fred R. Ming’s 
am use­ 
ment tax to move the proposal into 
a strong position. 
They believe it would be better 
to raise the money needed for in­ 
stitutional buildings through a tax 
on theatre and other am usem ent 
tickets than by the governor’s in­ 
come tax. 
To lay the details be­ 
fore the adm 'nlstration In the hope 
of winning support in case the leg 
islature shows a preference for the 
amusement levy, Speaker Ming had 
a long conference with the gov­ 
ernor. 
The tax, as explained by Ming, 
would be graduated. 
On tickets 
©sting less than 91 it would be 
.Ive cents, from 91 to 92, ten cents, 
and from 92 to 93, fifteen cents. 
No tax would be assessed against 
tickets costing more than 93 be­ 
cause a federal tax applies above 
the 93 price. 
Propoaaa Joint Tax. 
Ming 
offered 
figures 
showing 
there ere 470,000 theatre seats in 
the tax classification. 
He estim at­ 
ed at least 98,000,000 a year could 
be raised.

Due to the isolat­ 
ed location of

house 
where he had been employed aa 
caretaker, the place was accessi­ 
ble only by snowshoes, and Dr. 
A. R. Tucker of M anistique adopt­ 
ed this m eans of travel over the 
five miles to th e camp when he 
was called to attend the sick man 
The son, em ployed on a govern­ 
m ent foreat reserve in W isconsin, 
was called, and assisted the wife 
and m other In preparing to take 
his father’s body to M anistique 
after death 
came. 
He 
brought 
with him a little w hite spits dog 
which had been his constant com 
panlon. 
Body on Toboggan 
A toboggan 
and 
undertaker’s 
basket was shipped to Steuben by 
Gunnarson and K efauver of thta 
city, and was taken out to T rail’s 
End over the snowshoe trail. The 
son w rapped th e body In blankets, 
placed it In th e basket strapped 
Lo the toboggan, pad with 
his m other started 
out 
In 
tote 
afternoon on th e walk to Steuben 
After darkness fell, th e pair be­ 
came 
confused 
on 
the drifted 
trail, and it w as only after they 
decided to follow blindly after the 
little dog th a t they were brought 
to the home of a settler, arriving 
at m idnight. 
The journey was completed the 
next day. and th e body was placed 
aboard the M. 4k L. 8. train bound 
for M anistique. 
The 
train 
had 
started when th e dog. moved by 
some inexplicable canine Impulse, 
jum ped off the steps. Mr. Graham 
saw it, and he jum ped too. “That 
dog saved my life,’’ he said.

can’t leave It behind.”

walked 
miles 
down the track 
to

telephone, and a snowmobile was 
summoned from M anistique.

Mr. H erron’s body was taken to 
Hesperia. Mich., for burial yester­ 
day.

amend­ 
ments but later was 
withdrawn 
following a joint conference be 
tween the finance committees of 
the house and 
senate. 
Another 
conference led to a decision to de- 
mand an advance of $159 i wire a 
month during the session and in­ 
stitute a test case before the su­ 
preme court. 
A final conference between the 
two 
committees 
last 
night 
brought the discard of any 
de­ 
mand for an advance on the sug­ 
gestion of Senator 
Herbert 
J. 
Bushton, of Escanaba, chairman 
of senate finance commute. 
The pay bill was one of three 
passed by the senate today. Meas­ 
ures providing a salary of 83,000 
a year for Justices of the peace In 
Saginaw and for uniform jutsice 
proceedings in Detroit also were 
passed.

timated. before a change in

wind sent the huge ice cake hack 
and piled It up an Skilagaloe Is­ 
land, some eight or 
ten 
miles 
from 
shore.

Sweet found shelter and food In 
an uninhabited lighthouse, 
and 
remained there until early today 
when he began his perilous Jour­ 
ney to shore. 
Sweet was crawling up th# fey 
bluff at the edge of Cross village, 
when found by Henry

and taken to the latter’s 
home. 
W ith the village snowbound 
ex­ 
cepting for the dog 
team 
com­ 
munication.

made to take him on a 
sled 
to

Prince of W ales V isits Poverty 
Stricken Homes of English Miners 


Xewcastle-on-Tyne, England, Jan. 
29—V R )-T he Prince of Wales to­ 
day in his personal investigation 
of the w ant In the mining regions 
of the north of England spent one 
of the most cheerless days he has 
ever devoted to his country, per­ 
haps not even excepting his ser­ 
vice at the front in the great war. 
Twice 
he 
encountered 
where death had fallen within a 
few hours of his arrival and every­ 
where poverty was evidenced by 
empty grates, Improvised and in­ 
adequate clothing for children and 
men without overcoats shivering in 
the wintry blast that caused the 
prince to wear two. 
The prince always has loved to 
get Into Intim ate touch with the 
lives and activities of his country­ 
men of all classes and stations and 
never has bothered about conven­ 
tions 
when 
obtaining 
first-hand 
knowledge. 
So today he tramped 
about the distressed mining vil­ 
lages of Durham, entering the cob 


tapes of miners, carefully Inquiring 
into their conditions and want, aud 
bringing a new air of cheerfulness 
wherever he went. 
Visits Cottages. 
The day was only the first that 
be Intends to devote to fam iliariz­ 
ing himself with this least prosper­ 
ous section of the kingdom which 
homes { he may nome time head. 
He re 
turned here this evening and will 
resume his 
tour of 
villages 
iu 
Northumberland tomorrow. 
At W indlaton, the second village 
he visited, he knocked at the door 
of the home of Frank McKay, a 
70-year-old 
sack 
weighman 
who 
with his four sons has long been 
unemployed. 
A daughter of the 
old man came to the kitchen door 
weeping bitterly. The prince bared 
hts head and entered the sparsely 
furnished room. 
The daughter, In 
a voice broken with sobs, told the 
prince th at her m other lay upstairs 
where abe had died a few hours 
before. The prince placed his baud 


gently upon her shoulder with the 
words “('hoer up.’ 
He remained 
for ten minutes to comfort uh best 
he could tho bereaved daughter. 
At Newfield, near Pelton, the 
prince again found a home which 
death had invaded. 
This time it 
was one of the two children of a 
miner named Slopes. 
The child 
had died Saturday but the burial 
had been delayed until tomorrow 
because the parents had been un­ 
able to raise sufficient money. 
In this same village the prince 
called at several cottages where he 
found poverty beyond description. 
For more than twelve montes vir­ 
tually the entire male population 
has been without work- 
Women 
with bloodless faces stood at the 
doors with children, many of whom 
were barefooted or 
with 
poorly 
shod feet, blue with cold and with 
hands deep in the pockets of trous 
ers made from old clothing. 
The 
overcoats of the men 
had 
long 
since been sold to buy food.

lansing. Mich., Jan. 29— (JP)—A 
proposal to give teeth to present 
securities statutes was laid before 
tile senate today by Senator George 
Leland, of Fennville. 
Tile Leland measure would make 
lawful certain practices of the se­ 
curities commission now contested 
by brokers and would protect the 
Investor from the dealer in m ar­ 
gins with insufficient reserves. 
It 
would permit the commission great­ 
er powers of Investigation. 
Examination of the 
books 
of 
brokerage houses by the securities 
commission Is authorized by the 
measure. 
Semiannual reports 
of 
brokers in margin accounts would 
be 
mandatory. 
Quick 
asserts 
amounting to $100,000 or a bond 
for a like amount would be re­ 
quired to deal In margins. 
Sale of securities 
before 
ap­ 
proval of the commission was ob­ 
tained would be prohibitive except 
to 15 or lesa people. 
The clause 
would prohibit a present practice 
of selling the entire issue before 
approval by the commission. 
The 
chairman of the commission would 
be permitted to approve unissued 
stock sales of operating companies. 
Could Issue Subpoenas. 
Sufficient records would be re­ 
quired of brokers to permit a satis­ 
factory audit by the securities com­ 
mission at any time. 
A violation 
would mean violation of the blue 
sky law. 
If the financial condition 
of any broker could not be deter­ 
mined by his records, the commis­ 
sion would have authority to ask 
for a receivership. 
The attorney general and state 
banking commissioner, 
who 
are 
represented on the securities^ coin- 
missipn, would be granted addition 
a1 salaries for their services by the 
administrative board under the Le­ 
land measure. 
The commission would have the 
power to issue subpoenas, a power 
now contested by some brokers.

ficers, sent a squadron or airplanes 
over the city to drop proclamations 
promising that only

leaders

Rebels Stop Trains. 
While awaiting the outcome of 
these 
peace 
overtures 
several 
squadrons of cavalry clattered out 
of the ancient city of Alcala, and 
a large force of the civil guards, 
heavily armed, proceeded south In 
motor buses. General Orgaz led an 
infantry brigade from Madrid. The 
premier announced tonight that the 
general was expected to reach Ciu­ 
dad Real at midnight and would 
take charge of the situation. 
During their brief control of the 
city the mutineers prevented all 
trains from entering and leaving 
Ciudad Real. 
They occupied the 
barracks of the gendarmes Ciudad 
Real is about IOO miles south of 
Madrid. 
The revolt also was re 
ported to have shown itself at Va­ 
lencia. 
Barcelona 
and 
Corunna 
without attaining headway in any 
of these cities, however. 
Primmo de Rivera in announcing 
to the assembly that the govern­ 
ment had the situation in hand this 
afternoon declared that “what took 
place was only the mad affray of a 
single regiment, which the govern­ 
ment will suppress shortly without 
neglecting to take precautionary 
measures to avoid possible'! repiti- 
tions.’’ 
Keep Nation Informed. 
A few' hours later the premier 
again appeared before the assem ­ 
bly to assure it that the revolt in 
Ciudad Real was at an end and 
that tranquility had been restored 
throughout the country. 
He at­ 
tributed the prompt quashing of 
the disorders to the zeal of local 
authorities, the vigilance of the po­ 
lice. the solid discipline and pa­ 
triotism of the military institutions 
and the saneness of the country. 
In contrast to some similar oc­ 
casion when the 
government 
of 
Spain has been threatened, the gov­ 
ernment throughout the tense day 
annonuced and kept its intention 
to communicate to the assembly 
and the press for the information 
of the country the facte of the dis­ 
turbance.

Next Saturday, February 2, ac­ 
cording; to time-honored legend, a 
email mysterious animal known as 
the groundhog will 
come 
forth 
from his den in sonic Michigan 
meadow and present us with the 
most dependable weather forecast 
jof the whole year. 
If he sees his shadow he yawns, 
ere ope hurriedly back into the nest 
of dry grass at the bottom of the 
den, curls up and goes back to 
sleep for the next six weeks. That 
brief glimpse of pale winter sun­ 
shine Is more than sufficient to 
convince him that the weather for 
the next three fortnights is not 
going to be 
anything 
fit 
for 
groundhog to be abroad in. 
On the other hand, lf the sky is 
overcast on this day of magic por­ 
tent and no shadow rewards the 
groundhog's patient vigil at his den 
door then he Is 
convinced 
that 
spring if not actually at hand is 
at least Just around the corner. 
He rubs his eyes, casts a longing 
look back into the warm, inviting 
den and reluctantly wanders forth. 
There'll be no more sleep for him 
this year. 
A Pagan Legend. 
So says the legend which was 
old centuries ago. 
In fact, the 
* origin of the belief that the weath­ 
er of 
February 2 
foretold 
the 
weather for the coming season is 
loth in the dim uncertainties of an­ 
cient pagan ritual. 
Long before the Christian era 
some primitive tribe of humans 
hsd chosen this as a feast day on 


0 which rites were held to insure 
good crops of flax and grain. 
Be­ 
cause It was a feast day dedicated 
' to the all-powerful Mother Earth 
its weather was believed signifi­ 
cant aa revealing her attitude to­ 
ward the supplicating tribe. 
Later the 
Christian Candlemas 
day was grafted onto the pagan 
feast day and the 
old 
weather 
legent still persisted. 
“A dark Candelmas day means 
wet weather—plant your flax high 
on the hillsides," runs an old Ger­ 
man proverb. 
And another says: 
"A shepherd would sooner see the 
wolf enter his fold than the sun­ 
shine on Candelmas day." 
While 
among present day country folk 
the jingle, "A fanner should have 
on Candlemas day, half his wheat 
and half his hay!" is probably the 
best known of 
groundhog 
day 
proverbs. 
Another declares 
that 
"Just as far as the sun shines in 
on Candlemas day, Just so far will 
the snow blow in before spring 
comes." 
So the legend of groundhog day 
has been preserved from ancient 
tim es down to the present. 
The 
groundhog inherited bls post as su­ 
preme weather oracle 
from 
the 
badger which featured In the aha 
dow-eeeing legend of February J 
before the groundhog was thought 
of for the place. 
Pest to Farmers. 
As for the groundhog himself, he 
is much better known in Michigan 
as a woodchuck and weather pro­ 
phet or not most farmers look upon 
him as a pest because of the holes 
he digs in meadows, hayfields and 
other 
locations 
that are to his 
fancy. 
One of the band known as 


the seven sleepers, detesting snowi 
and cold, crawls away into his nest 
in the early autum n ami sleeps the 
winter days away in the stupor of 
hibernation. 
Probably bls connection with the 
groundhog legend originally came 
about as a result of his habit of 
wandering forth 
occasionally 
in 
late winter before spring has really 
arrived. 
Must Be Hungry. 
News of a thaw must creep down 
to bls warm nest below the frost 
line perhaps in the form of warm 
air currents, a trickle of w ater and 
the smell of melting snow. 
Doubt­ 
less the hunger induced by his 
months of fasting makes him will­ 
ing enough to awaken a t the Aret 
sign of spring. 
W hatever the reason he ventures 
forth from his den and starts off 
on a long wandering Journey, per­ 
haps searching for a m ate or a 
new den or food, or maybe Just 
from a desire to travel. 
As long as the winds stay warm 
and the snow continues to melt he 
wanders on, straying from den to 
den, leaving a curious heavy trail 
across the thawing drifts. 
At any rate he really can’t help 
seeing his shadow if the sun shines. 
So if you are a believer 
in 
the 
groundhog day legend and the sun 
peers gaily forth next Saturday and 
spring is delayed six weeks as a 
result—why don’t blame it on the 
woodchuck, 
anyway. 
He 
really 
does not know as much about the 
w eather as he is supposed to.

STATES VIEWS 
ON GAME LAWS 


Foster City Man Advo­ 
cates More Bounties 
Be Placed 


BY CHARLES B. WHEELER 
Foster City— Much 
expression 
has been given 
regarding 
our 
game laws and the 
conservation 
and propagation of wild life both 
colloquially and by th e 
w ritten 
word and In this brief article 
I 
will point out a few 
facts 
and 
present my views relative th ere­ 
to. 
The fact th a t so many people 
hold different views in this m at­ 
ter m akes It difficult to deter­ 
mine the best course to pursue 
and which would resu lt in a bet­ 
ter and more rnultable or unified 
code of game laws. 
Predatory Animals 
The tact th a t th e scarcity 
of 
partridges is very noticeable can, 
in a large degree be attributed to 
the ravages of predatory anim als 
and birds, such as 
fox, 
coyote, 
weasel owls and haw ks and 
in 
support of th is statem ent I will 
say th a t I have traveled over a 
wide area of the Michigan woods 
&nd have seen innum erable evi­ 
dence of partridge having 
been 
killed 
by 
these 
anim als 
and 
birds. 
As is known to m any, in 
the 
w inter m onths partridges may be 
seen in trees when 
a 
eventide 
they will dive from th eir perch 
into snow apparently safe for the 
night when an anim al or bird will 
come along 
and 
devour 
them , 
which serves to 
destroy 
more 
partridges th an disease or 
the 
sportsm an gun, so why not re ­ 
store the bounty on coyotes 
and 
place a bounty on fox and 
all 
predatory birds, th u s 
furnishing 
an incentive for trapping and an 
increase of p artrid g e will 
soon 
be noticeable. 
W hile th e rabbit or h are 
is 
not in a great degree an article 
of food they furnish sport to the 
hunter, yet are a prey to th e 
fox and coyote. It would be su r­ 
prising to m any to note th e large 
num ber of rabbita these 
anim als 
will destroy In a short period of 
tim e and when 
th e 
supply 
of 
rabbits is exhausted these 
ani­ 
mals. the fox and coyote will re­ 
move to other sections 
to 
con­ 
tinue th eir work of 
destruction. 
Again I would aug fest the plac­ 


ing of a bounty on all predatory 
anim als and birds. 
Oppose Buck Law 
As regards the one buck law, 
in m y opinion it is a failure as 
has boon evident from the great 
num ber of deer 
carcases 
which 
could have been seen lying 
in 
the woods not to 
m ention 
the 
num ber of deer which may 
have 
found their way to the hom es of 
unscrupulous hunters and in the 
hope that an increase 
in 
the 
num ber of der may 
follow 
I 
w ould’ suggest th a t there be 
an 
open season for deer each a lte r­ 
nate year with a lim it of ten days 
beginning November 20 and end 
Ing November 30 also 
th at 
a 
bounty be placed on all preda­ 
tory anim als and birds thus giv­ 
ing all who wish, a 
chance 
to 
benefit from the bounties receiv­ 
ed and an increase of 
desirable 
gam e will surely follow.

of Europe to the mainland of South 
America. The distance from Rome 
to Natal is 4,417 miles although the 


distance actually flown by these 
two Italians was nearer 5,000 miles. 
The official mileage of Chamberlin 
and Levine In the famous New 
York to Germany flight was 3.911 
miles.

lumbia. with Colonel Ferrarin at 
the controls.

One congress­ 
man represents 1,500,000 people 
in California, as a result, where­ 
as whole states with no more peo­ 
ple have as many as seven cong 
ress men.

"We must produce the custom­

he 
said. 
Mr. Cooley, is the director 
of 
the largest vocational school in 
the world, In which 13,000 young 
people are combining class-work, 
one day a week, with their wage- 
earning pursuits on the other five 
days. He told something of how 
this school is effectively making 
"customers" of these young 
folk 
instead of permitting them to go 
out into the lower levels of 
in­ 
dustry "catch-as-catch-can," with­ 
out adequate training or 
clear 
objectives. 
Tho school, he said, supervises 
the 
industrial 
training, 
the 
health habits, the mental training 
and the cultural pursuits of the 
students. It tries to 
find 
those 
who should remain in 
full-time 
schools, and to find those whom 
full-time schools no longer 
can 
benefit. It 
procures 
Jobs 
for 
them, and with the aid of par­ 
ents and employers, continues the 
education process long after they 
have left the ordinary 
type 
of 
school behind. 
IliiNlneaH ami Education 
"Business," said Mr. 
Cooley, 
"is the gift of education. Without 
education, there can 
be 
little 
business. 
The 
American Indian 
knew nothing of business. Coun­ 
tries, like India and China, where 
there is little 
education, 
have 
virtually no business. Plant the 
seeds of education anywhere, and 
a crop of business is harvested. 


"No young people in all his­ 
tory have ever been 
asked 
to 
grow up under conditions such as 
we have today. 
Great scientific 
discoveries, 
advancing 
produc­ 
tion methods, have burst upon us 
during the last two decades with 
the suddenness of an explosion." 
The 
federal 
department 
of 
commerce, he pointed out, 
esti­ 
mates that in the last seven years 
more than 1,660,000 men 
have 
been displaced 
in 
agriculture, 
manufacturing and 
mining 
by 
labor-saving devices, and yet 1,- 
600,000 of 
these 
have 
found 
places in other lines of industry. 
For while men are being 
taken 
out of one industry, the 
selling 
and service of scores of 
inven 
tions like the automobile, the ra­ 
dio, the vacuum sweeper have fur 
nished the displacer 
men 
with 
jobs. 
In this great transition, it has 
been necessary to change, radical­ 
ly, the type 
of 
training 
given 
young men and women who are 
going out into industry to 
earn 
livings. 
It is absolutely 
essen­ 
tial, he 
declared , that 
these 
young people earn enough money 
to maintain present living stan­ 
dards, for unless they can 
buy 
the things 
the 
manufacturing 
plants are turning out, the whole 
system will collapse. 
Well-balanced, 
practical 
edu­ 
cation, which enables young peo- 
nle, in their formative years, to 
become customers and consum­ 


ers, using the things 
produced, 
alone will solve the problem and 
keep an even keel, he asserted. 
Vocational training, he 
said, 
has this sort of education as their 
objectives.

County Agent Joseph E. Turner 
has been notified by C. O. Ebling. 
Gladstone, agricultural agent for 
the Soo Line in the upper penin­ 
sula, that the free lime would be 
made available to farm ers of this 
county as well as others located 
in the territory of the railway. 
It 
is planned to start the work the 
latter part of February and carry 
it into March. 
Success in Chippewa. 
A Lime Week program is now be­ 
ing carried out in Chippewa coun­ 
ty with much success. 
The Union 
Carbide company is furnishing the 
refuse lime from its plant, which 
is ideal for agricultural purposes, 
to any farm er who will come and 
haul it
